Lyons, France. Nov. 14 
d’.pt 
D an­ 
c e r from further landslides rem ained 
acute today and constantly threatened 
volunteers who dug into the piles of 
earth and debris im prisoning victims 
of yesterday’s three avalanches. 
The rescue operations were so pre­ 
carious that only seven bodies 
had 
been recovered today, although official 
announcem ent placed the known dead 
at 40 and unofficial estim ates were 
that the toll might reach 70 or 80. 
Most of the bodies recovered were 
those of women. 
One three weeks old 
baby died in a hospital after being 
taken from the ruins. 
Pulling walls harassed the rescuers 
today. 
The nearby hospital Des C ha­ 
peaux was crumbling, and was evacu­ 
ated, as were all other buildings in 
the vicinity. 
A dram atic aspect to the situation 
was given by the theory, expressed by 
City Engineer Chalumeau, that 
the 
disaster was caused by the flooding of 
old underground galleries dating from 
the time of the Rom ans. 
C ardinal 
Maurin, 
archbishop 
of 
Lyons, worked all night with other 
clergy am ong the ruins, but finally 
stopped when it was realized that only 
blasting could reach 
the 
entombed 
dead and those still living under the 
m ounds of earth, rocks and twisted 
girders. 


Lyons, France. Nov. 14 - The flanger 
of new' land slides in the wrecked in­ 
dustrial district increased today 
as 
4,OGO rescue w orkers struggled 
with 
the slow task of 
removing 
debris 
which hides bodies and perhaps some 
injured victims. 
Only four bodies have been recov­ 
ered from th e w reckage piled up by 
the landslides yesterday. Rescue forces 
found no trace of 22 missing firemen 
and policemen who went into the dis­ 
trict after the first earth movement 
and were trapped by other slides. 
Several m inor slides occurred this 
morning, widennig the cracks in the 
foundation of the ancient Chaseaux 
hospital at the edge of the chasm of 
debris.

CONVICT LABOR 
IMPORTS SCANNED 


R E V ISED 
REGULATIONS 
BEING 
W RITTEN BY U. S. CUSTOMS 
BUREAU 
W ashington. Nov. 14.—(I R) 
Revised 
regulations on Imports allegedly pro­ 
duced with convict labor are being 
written by the U. S. custom s bureau, 
it was learned today. 
They will make 
possible the placing of general em­ 
bargoes even when definite proof of 
forced labor is lacking. 
The new regulations, to be signed 
shortly by Secretary Mellon, will shift 
the burden of proof to importers. This 
m eans the treasury will be able to 
embargo goods from R ussia or any 
other country without having to prove 
charges of forced labor. Lack of proof 
forced revocation of the recent treas­ 
ury embargo against Russian pulp­ 
wood. 
Goods made by convicts are barred 
by the tariff act because of the effect 
of their com petition with products of 
free labor. 
In the Russian incident 
the treasury admitted it was unable 
to 
substantiate 
the 
charges 
upon 
which the embargo was based. 
Since 
then the department’s agents abroad 
have been investigating the Russian 
situation.

B. Horah of Idaho, a leader of the 
group of so-called progressive repub­ 
licans, was aaked by the United Pres* 
for a statem ent regarding his attitude 
on the subject. 
“I do not favor any delay for the 
sake of delay," Borah telegraphed In 
• eply from Pocatello. 
"But I hope, 
nevertheless, to see something done on 
the farm question.” 
The farm question does not figure 
In the adm inistration's plans for the 
session which begins Dec. I. 
The ad­ 
mi n tat rat Ion wants prompt passage of 
the appropriation bills In the senate, 
■fine*' the session cannot be prolonged 
beyond March 4 next. 
Any protracted 
delays would throw the bills into a 
special session. 
While B orsh's statem ent did 
not 
express his views on the "farm ques­ 
tion," It was Inferred he meant 
to 
work for an expoit debenture provi­ 
sion. 
Discussion of thla has cropped 
up at intervals since it was kept out 
of the tariff bill at the last session. 
The independent republicans eon- 
trol a group of 12 to 15 In the senate 
and could organize a formidable fili­ 
buster if they chose. 
They could not, 
however, m aintain a successful fight 
lf .Senator Joseph T. Robinson of Ar­ 
kansas, dem ocratic floor leader, car­ 
ne* most of the dem ocrats with him 
in his pledge of co-operation to Presi­ 
dent Hoover. 
An extra session next sum m er would 
he considered a calam ity by Mr. Hoov­ 
e r* friends. 
They have taken a t Its 
face value the recent promise of demo­ 
cratic leaders to co-operate for the 
welfare of business and have sought 
a conc rate agreement. 
The results of Mr. Hoover’s effort 
with Robinson were made public in 
th* following White House statem ent: 
‘‘The president has been 
in 
com­ 
m unication with the floor leaders of 
the republican and dem ocratic 
sides 
of the senate with a view to securing 
cooperation for the prompt passage 
of the appropriation bills through the 
senate at the forthcom ing session. 
“ Both leaders have expressed their 
desire and full co-operation to accom­ 
plish this. 
"The fear and apprehension which 
have been expressed over reports that 
delay or filibuster would be resorted 
to. .to force an extra session of the 
congress, have, therefore, no founda­ 
tion.” 
Robinson is in A rkansas and has 
not discussed the m atter with his col­ 
leagues here. 
Since the coalition pro- 
g r a rn was offered by John J. Raskob. 
Alfred K Smith and other dem ocratic 
leaders,, Home democratic m embers of 
rungless 
have 
protested 
publicly 
against it. 
Senator G aiter Glass’ criticism of 
th*> program was followed last night 
by a statem ent from Rep. 
R ankin, 
dem ocrat, Miss., who said; 
“We shall keep up the fight to re­ 
lieve unemployment, restore agricul­ 
t u r e and to save the country from 
fuitbm disastrous effects of the poli­ 
cies pursued by the Harding-Coolidgftp 
Hoover adm inistrations.

T he Minnesota boys, veterans of the war with Spain and all 
volunteers, never have received a penny from their state. 
Civil War veterans were Riven a bonus compensation of 160 
acres of land; Indian War veterans were Riven a state bonus 
compensation; Mexican border men were given a state bonus; 
World War veterans were given both a federal and a state bon us; 
young and healthy S. A. T. C. students from one to thirty days' 
service were given a double state bonus; allen subjects of foreign 
powers who served were also given a bonus. 
To deny tho same recognition to the l>oys of Minnesota, v o lu n 
teer veterans of the Spanish war, is to stigma sacrifice by the im­ 
plication that the service was valueless and not entitled to con­ 
sideration. 
The service of the Spanish war veteran was on a par with 
the service of any American soldier in any war. Filled with real 
patriotism they volunteered for the service of humanity, for the 
lofty sense of justice and human rights, for the glory of their 
country. They sacrificed health and position, left their homes and 
loved ones, to tight and die that others might live and enjoy the 
blessings of their lalmrs. 
For the loss of national and state properties we exact and 
are paid one hundred per cent— for the wrecked lives of our 
volunteer Spanish war veterans nothing at all. These veterans 
are now approaching the sunset of life, nearing 60 years of age, 
many of them in want; past the age where they can secure any 
kind of employment. Surely the people of the great s t a t e of Min­ 
nesota will instruct their representatives to compensate t h e s e 
veterans in a small degree at least. 
The Spanish War Veteran Compensation Bonus Measure ha 
the endorsement of all veteran organizations: the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Army of the Philippines, Disabled American Vet­ 
erans, the American Legion, and the United Spanish War Vet­ 
erans with all their women auxiliaries. The bonus bill will again 
be introduced at the coming session of our state legislature. 
World war veterans numbering 25,727 are under guardian­ 
ship. The mentally afflicted or deficient Spanish war veterans, 
guarduinlesR, were thrown into insane asylums, jails and peniten­ 
tiaries; 
World War veterans numbering 180,000 received vocational 
training. Spanish war veterans paid for their own rehabilitation 
and hospitalization. 
In the World war Minnesota supplied 118, HO soldiers; in tin* 
Civil war about 25,000 and in tin* Spanish war 8,408, one-third 
of whom are dead.

So much attention was attracted to the Coast Guard by the 
talk which Lieutenant Donald McKay gave at the Rotary club that 
boys have asked the qualifications to join that branch of the 
service. 
The Coast Guard academy is located at New London, Conn. 
Congress recently appropriated $2,000,000 for the building of a 
new academy. In tilt* near future a new academy will Im* built on 
a new site of land in New London. 
Appointments to the academy are made each year by moans 
of a competitive examination given in various places throughout 
the country about the middle of June. Any boy who is a citizen 
of the United States between the* ages of 18 and 22 is eligible fot 
appointment as a cadet providing he is of good moral character, 
is unmarried, can pass the required physical examination and Iii' 
has not been dismissed from the U. S. Military or Naval Academy 
for hazing or other improper conduct. 
Any high school graduate should be able to pass the competi­ 
tive mental examination. The number of c a d e ts appointed each 
year varies between 50 and SO. The course at the academy is four 
years in length covering a general academic course with many 
other subjects which lit the student for the specialized work after 
graduation. The pay of a cadet while attending school is $780 per 
year with an additional allowance of 60 cents a day for subsist­ 
ence. This pay is used mostly to buy uniforms. 
Upon entering the academy the cadet is required to deposit 
$200 to help in defraying the initial uniform and text book ex­ 
penses but aside from this no outside financial aid is permitted 
during the course of instruction unless it is the additional money 
sent for the purchase of articles of foreign manufacture while on 
the practice cruise during tile summer. 
Upon graduation the cadet is commissioned as an Ensign and 
ranks with Navy Ensigns and Army Second Lieutenants.

service were given a double state bonus; alien subjects of foreign 
powers who served were also given a bonus, 
To deny the same recognition to the boys of Minnesota, volun­ 
teer veterans of the Spanish war, is to stigm a sacrifice by the im­ 
plication that the service was valueless and not entitled to con­ 
sideration. 
The service of the Spanish war veteran was on a par with 
the service of any American soldier in any war. Filled with real 
patriotism they volunteered for the service of humanity, for the 
lofty sense of justice and human rights, for the glory of their 
country. They sacrificed health and position, left their homes and 
loved ones, to fight and die that others might live and enjoy the 
blessings of their labors.

Appointments to the academy arc made each year by means 
of a competitive examination given in various places throughout 
the country about the middle of June. Any boy who is a citizen 
of the United States between the ages of 18 and 22 is eligible for 
appointment as a cadet providing he is of good moral character, 
is unmarried, can pass tin* required physical examination and he 
has not been dismissed from the U. S. Military or Naval Academy 
for hazing or other improper conduct. 
Any high school graduate should be able to pass the competi­ 
tive mental examination. The number of cadets appointed each 
year varies between 50 and 80. The course at the academy is four 
years in length covering a general academic course with many 
other subjects which lit the student for the specialized work after 
graduation. The pay of a cadet while attending school is $780 per 
year with an additional allowance of (Jo cents a day for subsist­ 
ence. This pay is used mostly to buy uniforms. 
Upon entering the academy the cadet is required to deposit

penses but aside from this no outside financial aid is permitted 
during the course of instruction unless it is the additional money 
sent for the purchase of articles of foreign manufacture while on 
the practice cruise during the summer.

Numerous cases were found where 
acknowledgments were not legally ad­ 
ministered on time r hecks, and it is

stopped. 
The county engineer should be te- 
quiied to keep a closer check on tho 
number of men • mployed by the* coun­ 
ty, the days wotked and the rate of 
pay, and that he should keep a per­ 
petual inventory of all equipment and 
material owned by the county.
